ance Counselor. Guidance Counselors exist at every educational institution, and can ° 

be spotted in a flash because they are the only adults around who look a little too 
smart to be janitors, and a little too dumb to be teachers. F 


B etween the time you first enter school wondering what you want to be, and 


studying psychology at the state university so he can advise you to spend 

six months studying arc welding at the local trade school. He also feels 
eminently qualified to counsel you about your emotional problems, which aren’t as 
bad as his .. . and your sex life, which is a lot better than his. In setting you straight 
on such delicate matters, he may take any one of three approved Guidance Counsel- 
ing approaches: The Firmly Mistaken, The Flexibly Indecisive or The Wishy-Washy 
Namby-Pamby.
